News from Pana to-day is to the effect 


that there is no material change in the 
situation. Strikers continue to gather 
at Pope's Grove, where Candidate Craw- 
ford, the Populiat nominee for congress, 
will address the miners to-morrow. 


This evening the Decatur miners will 


hold a meeting, presumably to elect 8 
delegate to the district meeting to be 
held at Springfield Saturday. 


Crawford at Pana. 


PASA, 111., June 13.—President Craw 


ford of the Illinois division of the miners' 
union arrived this evening and drove 
out to the camp of the Springfield men 
in Pope's grove. The original 150 invad- 
ers were joined by 325 more to-day and 
150 additional recruits a re expected from 
Springfield to-night In addition to the 
Springfield men the strikers expect 47C 
miners from Danville and eastern points' 
to march into Pope's grove to morrow;, 
also 150 from Taylorville and 100 from 
Assumption, Girard, Edinbnrg and other 
points. This body of 1,200 outside strik- 
ers,with 400 or 300 Pana men, will march 
to Millersville. a little station two miles 
northwest of the Pope farm, to attend 
the mass meeting called for to-morrow 
evening. The meeting will be called as 
a populist gathering, and the fact that 
Crawford 
is a populist 
candidate 


for congressman from the 7th district is 
jjutforn ard as the reason why he is to 
•speak to the men. ThePopulistfarmerso) 
Ijhe country have been' helping tfie 
Springfield invaders by sending, them 
provisions, anfl to-day the Populist ca~i- 
didate for the legislature, who lives in 
Millersville, killed a beef for the Spring- 
Held men and will speak to them to- 
morrow night. 


The Pana officials view the suddenly 


augmented force of the invaders with 
alarm, but the mayor this afternoon de- 
clared his intention of stoppjpg them at 
all hazards at the city limits should they 
disregard his orders and 'attempt to 
parade through the city Friday. Several 
telegrams were sent to Springfield to 
day, and as a result two cases of rifles 
arrived this evening. The chief of police 
estimated that there were 500 rifles in 
the hands of the city and county author- 
ities.' 


Tb-night the reserves are again at the 


court house under arms and all the coa 
shafts are closely guarded. The strikers 
laugh at the extraordinary precautions 
taken by the city authorities to repel at 
tacks, declaring that they have no inten 
tion of committing violence. They claim 
that they have succeeded in their efforts 
ta close the Pana mintes,^nd say tha' 
only seventeen coal diggers went down 
the shafts to day. 


President Crawford does not approve 


the Columbus settlement. The meeting 
to-morrow night will agree upon a scale 
of prices for Illinois, and the miners o 
this state will not return to work unti 
it is accepted.

FOREIGNERS W4RIED TO SEEK SAFETY 


United States Minister 801 Taking Meat-i 


ares (or the Rescue of American 


Missionaries—Admiral Skerritt 


Communicated With. 


WASHINGTON, June 14.— Advices by 


mail dated Zeoul, May 37, were re- 
ceived at the Corean legation yester- 
day, which indicate that the revolu- 
tion at that time was much more se- 
rious and widespread than reported, 
and that in the three most important 
provinces of the country the revolt 
against imperial officials had gained 
so much headway that at the instance 
of the authorities all foreigners had 
been warned to seek safety in the 
treat? ports, whence they could escape 
to China and Japan if the government 
was unsuccessful in its efforts to quell 
the disturbance. 


The American minister, J. M. B. Sill, 


•who had recently arrived at the capi- 
tal, notified all American missionaries 
in the interior of the danger through 
messengers supplied by the king. He 
also communicated his fears for the 
safety of Americans to Admiral Sker- 
rett, commanding the United States 
fleet at Yokohama, and suggested the 
desirability of having some ship near 
Seoul. 


Since May 31, when the Corean lefra- 


tion had a cablegram from the king's 
palace at Seoul, which caused the im- 
mediate dispatch of the flagship Balti- 
more to that place, no official news 
from the home government has been re- 
ceived. It is feared from this that the 
telegraph wires "have fallen into the 
hands of the rebels, and that the dis- 
patches have been intercepted. 


It is also stated that in case the reb- 


els have control of the line which run 
directly through the revolted provinces, 
full reports favorable to the rebels 
could be sent out without any diffi- 
culty. 


No credit at all is placed in the re- 


port published as coming from Shang- 
Hai to the effect that the king had 
fled to Japanese 
territory, as in 


such event the Corean legations at 
Yokohama 
or 
Tien-Tsin 
would 


have notified their colleagues *t 
Washington, as dispatches are fre- 
quently exchanged 
between these 


posts, which are the only foreign rep- 
resentatives of Corea. Any important 
developments in Corea would undoubt- 
edly reach the legation here.

mitted this act without authority and most Im-

TANOIFK, June 14.—The troubles an- 


ticipated as a result of the death of 
Sultan Muley Hassen and the procla- 
mation of his younger son, Abdul Asiz, 
as his successor, are likely to be real- 
ized. The soldiers of Abdul Asiz are 
raiding the villages in the vicinity of 
their camp and causing a bitter feeling 
against them among the tribesmen of 
the vicinity. The new sultan is pre- 
paring to leave Rabat for Fez. A 
French courier has been attacked and 
wounded, and the mail matter intended 
for the foreign residents in the inter- 
ior, which he was carrying, has been 
stolen. 


The foreign residents unanimously 


express the hope that the war ships 
will promptly land a force of sailors 
and marines sufficient to Cope with pos- 
sible emergencies. 


The governor of Tangier has issued 


a decree inviting the Kabyles to come 
armed to the religious festival which 
is to be held this week. Since the 
news of the sultan's death reached the 
Kabyles, numerous reports of tnrbn- 
lence, murders and lootings have been 
received. The body of a native was 
found yesterday morning on the road 
leading to the Cape Spartel lighthouse, 
The pasha sent the body to the sol- 
diers with the request that they make 
an investigation. A company of troops 
was sent out on this errand, bnt WM 
driven back here by armed mountain- 
eers.

The Streets Leading Front die Burn- 


inf District Choked With Crowd* 


of Wcrfkers and Spectators— 


Loss, Over a Million Dollar*. 


PAKAMX, June IS.—A fire which broke 


ont this afternoon has already de- 
stroyed 100 houses, and is endangering1 
fully a quarter of all the buildings in 
the city. A high wind is spreading the 
flames. 


At 6 o'clock the fire was not under 


control on any side. Families living 
near the burning' quarter are panic- 
stricken. Scores of them are trying to 
move their portable goods, but the con- 
fusion and excitement are so great that 
they find no working-men to help them. 


More than a hundred hout.es were 


st^oyed in th<> early evening. At 7 
o'clock it was reported at 'the police 
station that about _'2R buildings were 
in rums, and the public market was 
threatened 
Thick showers of sparks 


and firebrands fell throughout the dis- 
trict where the fire started, £,rid thou- 
sands of persons were at work on roofs 
clearing off combustible materials, and 
pouring water down the heated walls. 
The wind blowe a gala- The streets 
leading from the burning district are 
choked with crowds of workers and 
spectators, and with families trying to 
drag their household goods to places of 
safety. 


No full estimate of the loss is yet 


possible. A vast quantity of merchan- 
dise in shops and storage has been 
burned. The losses on private houses 
has been nearly as great. A million 
dollars' worth of property has been to- 
tally ruined; much more has been 
badly damaged. The present estimates 
of the loss vary between (1,250,000 and 
81,500,000.
